Annua!  Report  of  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 


To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors. 

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  for  your  information,  in 
accordance  with  the  order  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  my 
Annual  Report  upon  the  condition  of  the  public  health,  and 
a  record  of  the  administrative  work  carried  out  by  the  Health 
Department  for  the  year  1922,  together  with  the  vital  statistics 
of  the  Borough.  A  summary  of  the  work  done  and  action  taken 
under  the  Factory  and  Workshops  Acts,  the  Midwives’  Acts, 
and  the  Housing,  Town  Planning,  etc.,  Act,  is  also  included 
in  the  Report. 

Summaries  are  also  included  in  the  Report  of  the  general 
public  health  work  carried  out  in  the  Borough,  and  the  action 
taken  in  respect  of  infectious  disease  and  the  measures  adopted 
for  the  prevention  and  control  of  Tuberculosis. 

The  health  of  the  Borough  was  satisfactory,  but,  owing  to 
an  outbreak  of  Influenza  in  the  early  months  of  the  year,  the 
death  rate,  12.11,  was  higher  than  in  the  previous  year.  The 
infantile  mortality  rate,  66. 9,  was  also  slightly  higher  than  in 
1921. 

The  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the  Port  of  South¬ 
ampton  for  the  year  1922  is  appended  at  the  end  of  the  Borough 
Report.

Owing  to  the  Census  not  been  taken  until  June,  it  was  found 
that  many  persons  were  away  on  holiday,  and  an  adjustment 
to  what  would  probably  be  the  normal  population  of  the  Borough 
was  made  by  the  Registrar-General  of  162,200. 

The  estimated  population  of  the  Borough  as  at  30th  June, 
1922,  is  163,700. 

The  estimate  is  made  by  the  Registrar-General,  and  is  based 
on  the  adjusted  1921  figures,  after  allowance  for  the  varying 
rate  of  natural  increase  as  evidenced  by  the  births  and  deaths 
in  each  area,  and  of  migration,  as  indicated  from  other  sources 
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of  information,  such  as  the  changes  in  the  numbers  on  the  Par¬ 
liamentary  Register,  and  the  migration  returns  obtained  from 
the  Board  of  Trade. 

This  estimate  is  an  increase  of  only  1,500  over  the  adjusted 
Census  figures.  The  number  of  houses  completed  for  occupation 
from  the  date  of  the  Census  to  the  end  of  1922  was  783,  which 
would  house  approximately  4,000  persons.  If  the  estimate  is 
correct,  the  overcrowding  in  other  parts  of  the  Borough  should 
have  somewhat  decreased. 

METEOROLOGY. 

In  contradistinction  to  the  previous  year,  which  was  warm 
and  very  dry,  the  year  1922  was  generally  cool  and  wet.  The 
mean  temperature,  49  degrees,  was  2  degrees  below  the  average 
for  the  previous  ten  years,  and  the  rainfall,  34.4  inches,  was 
2  inches  more  than  the  normal,  and  18 J  inches  in  excess  of  the 
year  1921.  The  sunshine,  1,641  hours,  was  9  hours  above  the 
average  of  the  previous  ten  years,  there  being  a  very  fine  period 
during  the  month  of  May  and  the  first  half  of  June.  August 
was  very  cloudy,  there  being  less  sunshine  than  in  any  month 
from  March  to  November.  (See  Meteorological  Table,  page  83.) 

BIRTHS. 

The  number  of  births  registered  during  the  year  amounted 
to  3,318,  which  is  equal  to  a  birth-rate  of  20.3  per  1,000  of  the 
population.  This  is  a  decrease  of  303  births,  and  a  drop  in 
the  birth-rate  of  2.1  compared  with  the  previous  year.  The 
birth-rate  in  1921  was  22.4,  and  the  average  for  ten  years  21.9. 
The  excess  of  births  over  deaths  was  1,343,  compared  with 
1,872  in  1921.

Of  the  total  of  3,318  births,  1,702  were  males  and  1,616 
females,  being  in  the  proportion  of  1,053  males  to  every  1,000 
females  ;  the  average  for  the  previous  five  years  being  1,024. 
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The  number  of  illegitimate  births  recorded  was  137,  the 
proportion  to  every  1,000  births  registered  being  41,  compared 
with  an  average  of  60  in  the  preceding  five  years. 

The  birth-rate  in  England  and  Wales  was  20.6,  and  for 
the  105  great  towns,  21.4. 


DEATHS. 

The  death-rate  of  the  County  Borough  for  the  year  amounted 
to  12. 11  per  1,000  of  the  population.  This  death-rate  is  1.29 
above  that  of  the  previous  year,  the  increase  being  due  to  an 
outbreak  of  Influenza  in  the  first  three  months  of  the  year.  The 
average  death-rate  for  the  previous  10  years  was  13.7. 

The  total  deaths  registered  in  the  Borough  amounted  to 
1,974,  of  which  93  were  non-residents.  Ninety-four  deaths  of 
residents  of  the  Borough  occurred  in  other  districts  in  England 
and  Wales.  The  total  deaths  belonging  to  the  Borough  was 
therefore  1,975,  of  which  989  were  males  and  986  females.

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INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

The  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  recorded  during 
the  year  amounted  to  222,  which  is  equal  to  a  rate  of  66.9  per 
1,000  births  registered  during,  the  same  period.  This  rate  is 
4.5  higher  than  in  1921,  but  with  this  exception  is  the  lowest 
recorded  in  the  Borough,  and  is  14.2  below  the  average  rate  for 
the  ten  years  1912 — 1921. 

In  the  105  great  towns  of  England  and  Wales  the  infantile 
mortality  rate  for  1922  was  82.

The  Notification  of  Births  Act  came  into  operation  in  the 
Borough  on  the  9th  March,  1908.  This  Act  requires  any  person 
in  attendance  upon  the  mother  within  six  hours  after  the  time 
of  birth,  to  notify  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  such  birth 
in  writing  within  thirty-six  hours  of  the  birth  having  occurred. 

The  number  of  notifications  received  during  the  year  under 
the  Act  amounted  to  3,211,  including  76  relating  to  still-births. 

The  number  of  births  registered  during  the  same  period 
was  3,318. 

Of  the  3,318  registered  births,  165  were  not  notified  under 
the  Notification  of  Births  Act  ;  the  percentage  of  registered 
births  notified,  therefore,  was  94.5.

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

This  section  of  the  work  of  the  Health  Department  has  been 
carried  out  on  the  same  lines  as  in  the  previous  year.  The  work 
carried  out  may  be  classified  as  follows  :  — 

(1)  Inspection  of  Midwives. 

(2)  Ante-natal  Clinic. 

(3)  Maternity  Home. 

(4)  Mothers’  and  Babies’  Welcomes. 

(5)  Infant  Clinic  for  children  under  5. 

(6)  General  advice  to  Mothers  at  East  Park  Terrace. 

(7)  Health  Visiting  in  the  Homes. 

(8)  Grant  of  free  milk  and  sale  at  cost  price  of  dried  milk. 

(9)  Clinic  for  Venereal  Diseases  in  Women  and  Children. 
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Inspection  of  Midwives. 

The  Act  of  1918  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  January, 
1919,  and  extended  the  duties  and  obligations  of  Local  Super¬ 
vising  Authorities.  All  books  and  forms  required  under  the 
Acts  are  supplied  gratis  to  Midwives  by  the  Local  Supervising 
Authority. 

The  Midwife  in  any  emergency  must  call  in  a  medical 
practitioner,  who  is  authorised  to  send  his  claim  for  fee  to  the 
Local  Authority  for  payment.  Such  fee  can  be  recovered  from 
the  patient  or  her  husband  if  in  the  opinion  of  the  Local 
Authority  they  are  able  to  pay. 

The  number  of  cases  in  which  accounts  were  submitted  to 
the  Local  Supervising  Authority  by  medical  practitioners  during 
the  year  amounted  to  75.  Efforts  were  made  in  24  cases  to 
recover  the  fee  from  the  patient  or  her  husband  ;  in  the  other 
cases  the  financial  circumstances  of  the  family  prohibited  the 
fee  being  refunded. 

The  supervision  of  Midwives  is  carried  out  by  the  Superin¬ 
tendent  Health  Visitor,  under  the  direction  of  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health. 

Three  untrained  Midwives  ceased  to  practice  during  the 
year  owing  to  age  and  infirmity.  The  standard  of  work  carried 
out  by  the  Midwives  continues  to  improve,  especially  in  regard 
to  prompt  notification  on  the  slightest  sign  of  discharge  from 
the  eyes  in  infants. 

Lectures  have  been  given  by  the  Staff  of  the  Health  Depart¬ 
ment  at  the  meetings  of  the  local  Midwives’  Society  during  the 
year.

Still-births. 

Enquiry  was  made  into  the  history  of  still-births  occurring 
in  the  practice  of  Midwives,  and,  as  far  as  could  be  ascertained, 
the  cause  of  the  still-births  was  given  as  being  due  to  :  Prolonged 
and  difficult  labour,  18  ;  shock  through  fall,  3  ;  history  of  pre¬ 
vious  stillbirths  and  signs  of  venereal  disease,  12  ;  general  ill- 
health  (rheumatism,  heart  disease,  and  renal  trouble),  4  ;  born 
before  arrival  of  midwife  (no  sign  of  having  lived),  8  ;  hyaro- 
metra,  3  ;  asphyxiated  by  cord,  1  ;  ante  partum  haemorrhage, 
8  ;  no  history  obtainable,  7. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

The  Health  Visitors  made  272  visits  to  cases  of  ophthalmia. 
Thirty-four  cases  were  treated  in  the  Free  Eye  Hospital  and  4 
by  medical  practitioners.  A  report  on  these  cases  is  given  on 
page  24. 

Puerperal  Septicaemia. 

Six  cases  were  notified  during  the  year.  Seven  deaths 
occurred,  five  of  which  were  not  notified — two  in  the  Royal 
South  Hants  and  Southampton  Hospital,  one  in  the  Parish 
Infirmary,  one  in  Knowle  Mental  Asylum,  and  one  following  a 
a  case  of  abortion.  Special  enquiries  were  made  into  each  case, 
and  any  necessary  suspension  from  practice,  and  disinfection  of 
the  Midwife,  her  clothes  and  equipment,  carried  out. 
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Ante-Natal  Clinic. 

This  continues  to  be  attended  well,  and  needs  more  time 
and  attention  to  be  devoted  to  it  than  is  possible  with  the  present 
staff. 

Maternity  Home. 

The  Maternity  Home  contains  six  beds  ;  120  cases  were 

admitted  as  compared  with  90  cases  in  1921.  Cases  are  now 
being  admitted  on  account  of  expected  obstetric  difficulty  in 
greater  proportion  than  before. 

Mothers’  and  Babies’  Welcomes. 

There  are  six  Centres  in  the  Borough.  Owing  to  the  closure 
of  the  schools,  and  the  great  prevalence  of  epidemic  sickness, 
measles,  whooping  cough,  influenza,  the  attendances  were  less 
numerous  in  the  middle  of  the  year,  but  improved  towards  its 
close.  Several  mothers  and  babies  from  Winton  Street  and 
Eastern  District  were  diverted  to  the  Clinic  at  No.  2,  East 
Park  Terrace.

The  weighing  of  babies  is  only  undertaken  up  to  the  age  of 
18  months.  The  babies  under  that  age  average  about  40  per 
cent,  of  the  total. 

Lectures  and  fifteen-minute  talks  have  been  given  by  the 
Staff  on  ante-natal  conditions  and  care  ;  care  and  feeding  of 
children  from  birth  to  school  age  ;  simple  sanitation  and  hygiene  ; 
moral  training  of  children  ;  clothing,  dressmaking,  and  house¬ 
wifery.  These  lectures,  etc.,  are  much  appreciated,  and  lead  to 
good  results. 
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Demonstrations  in  cutting-out  and  making  up  old  and  new 
clothing  have  been  given,  and  a  competition  held  in  connection 
therewith. 

The  voluntary  Babies’  Welfare  Committee  have  rendered 
valuable  assistance  on  the  social  side  of  the  Welcomes  ;  they 
have  arranged  concerts,  outings,  and  at  Christmas  teas  were 
given  to  the  mothers  and  children  who  attend  the  Welcomes. 

Valuable  help  has  also  been  given  by  the  members  of  the 
Red  Cross  Association  in  the  weighing  of  babies. 

Infants’  Clinic  at  2,  East  Park  Terrace. 

This  Clinic  is  held  two  mornings  a  week.  The  children  are 
referred  for  treatment  by  the  Medical  Officers  at  the  Welcomes, 
the  Health  Visitors,  the  Midwives,  Hospitals,  Private  Practi¬ 
tioners,  Friends,  etc. 

Disorders  of  nutrition,  minor  ailments,  congenital  syphilis, 
and  convalescence  from  acute  illnesses  (e.g.,  measles,  whooping 
cough,  and  influenza)  form  the  bulk  of  the  cases. 

During  August  and  September  the  Clinic  is  also  open  for 
diarrhoea  cases  every  week-day  morning,  so  that  there  should 
be  no  delay. 

Children  seriously  ill  are  referred  to  private  practitioners 
or  to  the  Hospitals.  Most  of  those  needing  in-patient  treatment 
are  admitted  to  Shirley,  Warren  Infirmary  and  the  Children’s  1 
Hospital  at  Shirley.  1 

The  Clinic  during  the  year  was  very  busy,  not  only  with  the 
usual  diseases  of  nutrition  of  infants,  but  with  the  sequelae  of 
measles,  whooping  cough,  and  influenza  in  young  children. 
Towards  the  end  of  the  year  it  became  overcrowded,  and  stricter 
enquiry  had  to  be  made  as  to  the  capacity  of  parents  to  secure 
private  medical  attendance  for  their  children.

Sale  of  Dried  Milk  at  Cost  Price. 

A  new  and  somewhat  less  expensive  British  preparation  was 
stocked  during  1922.  This  took  some  time  to  gain  popularity, 
and  the  sale  decreased.  It  is  now  being  widely  used,  and  gives 
fairly  satisfactory  results.  Small  quantities  of  the  other  brands 
are  still  sold  where  specially  asked  for.

Grants  of  Free  Cod  Liver  Oil. 

Cod  Liver  Oil  continues  to  be  a  staple  drug  in  Infant  Welfare 
Centres.  In  the  vast  majority  of  cases  the  poverty  of  the  parents 
makes  it  necessary  to  supply  it  free.  Recent  researches  have 
enhanced  the  knowledge  of  the  value  of  the  drug  for  the  growth 
and  the  treatment  of  disorders  of  nutrition  in  young  children. 

During  the  year  250  issues  of  free  Cod  Liver  Oil  were  made, 
the  total  weight  amounting  to  271  lbs. 
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Clinic  for  Venereal  Diseases  in  Women  and  Children. 

This  Clinic  continues  to  cater  chiefly  for  the  married  woman 
and  her  children.  Great  stress  is  laid  on  ante-natal  treatment 
with  a  view  to  the  prevention  of  congenital  syphilis  and  ophthal¬ 
mia  neonatorum,  as  well  as  complications  in  child-bed.  Owing 
to  domestic  circumstances,  it  is  often  unsuitable  to  follow  routine 
schemes  of  treatment,  so  that  this  has  to  be  adapted  in  each  case 
to  individual  needs.  Unattached  women  attend  in  small  numbers 
only,  but  can,  as  a  rule,  take  routine  treatment  well.  The  total 
numbers  attending  the  Clinic  were  a  few  more  than  in  1921 
though  attendances  were  fewer.

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  was  made  compulsorily  notifiable 
on  ist  April,  1914  ;  Encephalitis  Lethargica  on  the  1st  January, 
1919,  and  Pneumonia,  Malaria,  Trench  Fever  and  Dysentery 
on  ist  March,  1919.  The  notification  of  Measles  and  German 
Measles  ceased  31st  December,  1919. 


There  were  1,382  visits  and  re-visits  made  to  houses  in 
which  infectious  diseases  occurred,  and  inquiries  were  made 
relative  to  the  probable  source  of  infection,  and  the  isolation 
of  the  patient.  Information  was  also  given  concerning  the 
precautions  necessary  to  be  taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of  | 
disease,  and  in  the  case  of  measles  advice  as  to  treatment  and 
nursing  of  patients  where  a  medical  man  was  not  in  attendance. 

In  connection  with  school  absentees,  961  visits  were  made 
where  non-notifiable  infectious  diseases  occurred. 


Of  the  cases  notified  in  the  Borough  under  the  various  Acts 
and  Regulations,  583  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital 
for  treatment. 


Sanitary  defects  were  found  in  113  houses  in  which  cases1 
occurred. 
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SMALL  POX. 

Three  cases  of  Small  Pox  were  notified  in  the  Borough 
during  the  year. 

The  first  case  was  a  girl,  aged  n  years,  residing  at  Hill 
Street,  Blechynden,  who  was  taken  ill  on  the  9th  June,  and  was 
found  to  be  suffering  from  Small  Pox  on  the  14th. 

The  patient  was  removed  to  Millbrook  Marsh  Hospital,  and 
all  contacts  bathed,  disinfected  and  revaccinated  the  same  day. 
The  patient  was  unvaccinated,  and  the  disease  was  severe  and 
confluent. 

The  source  of  infection  was  probably  from  a  lodger  in  the 
house.  He  was  a  ship's  steward,  and  arrived  home  from  New 
York  on  the  22nd  May.  On  May  27th  he  noticed  a  few  spots 
on  his  body,  and  consulted  a  medical  man,  who  treated  him  for 
Chicken  Pox.  He  had  been  vaccinated  several  times,  and,  when 
examined  on  the  14th  June,  had  quite  recovered  from  his  illness. 

Two  further  cases  occurred  in  the  same  house  :  the  mother, 
aged  36,  and  the  brother,  aged  9  years,  of  the  first  patient,  and 
they  were  removed  to  Millbrook  Marsh  Hospital  on  the  24th 
June.  Both  these  patients  were  successfully  vaccinated  on  the 
14th  June,  and  the  disease  was  of  a  very  modified  type. 

TYPHUS  FEVER. 

A  case  of  Typhus  Fever  was  notified  by  telephone  from  the 
Royal  South  Hants  and  Southampton  Hospital  on  the  14th  June, 
the  patient  having  died  from  the  disease  the  same  morning. 

The  patient  was  a  Polish  transmigrant,  aged  8  years,  and 
was  in  transit  from  Poland  to  Quebec.  He  was  admitted  to  the 
Hospital  from  “  Atlantic  Park  ”  for  broncho-pneumonia  on  the 
10th  June,  and  developed  a  purpuric  rash  on  trunk  and  limbs, 
with  high  temperature  and  delirium. 

The  case,  with  his  mother  and  another  child,  had  come  from 
a  village  near  Warsaw  on  the  21st  May,  and  left  Danzig  on  the 
27th  May,  and  arrived  in  Southampton  on  the  S.S.  “  Smolensk  ” 
on  the  3rd  June,  and  proceeded  to  “Atlantic  Park.” 

“Atlantic  Park  is  a  large  group  of  aerodrome  buildings 
which  have  been  taken  over  by  the  Canadian  Pacific,  Cunard, 
and  White  Star  Shipping  Companies  for  the  purpose  of  a  hostel 
for  transmigrants.  It  is  situated  just  outside  the  north  boundary 
of  the  Borough  of  Southampton,  and  is  in  the  South  Stoneham 
Rural  District. 
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The  other  child  was  subsequently  taken  ill,  and  was  removed 
with  his  mother  to  the  Southampton  Isolation  Hospital  for 
observation  and  treatment,  where  he  was  found  to  be  suffering 
from  measles. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified  during  the 
year  amounted  to  313,  of  which  64  cases  occurred  in  the  added 
areas. 


The  number  notified  was  an  increase  of  85  compared  with 
1921,  and  the  highest  recorded  since  1915. 

One  death  from  Scarlet  Fever  was  registered.

DIPHTHERIA. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Diphtheria  notified  during  the  year 
amounted  to  319,  of  which  83  were  notified  in  the  added  areas. 


3TOT 
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The  disease  was  most  prevalent  in  the  Shirley  and  Milibrook 
and  Bitterne  and  Pear  Tree  Wards  of  the  Borough. 

Although  there  was  a  reduction  of  41  in  the  number  of  cases 
notified,  the  disease  generally  was  of  a  more  severe  type  than  in 
the  previous  year.  Twenty-five  deaths  occurred  among  the 
cases  notified  in  the  Borough,  the  percentage  of  deaths  to  cases 
being  7.84,  compared  with  5.28  in  1921  and  5.25  in  1920.

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OPHTHALMIA  NEONATORUM. 

During  the  year  47  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  were 
notified.  Twenty-eight  were  notified  from  the  Eye  Hospital, 

9  from  Shirley  Warren  Infirmary,  2  from  the  Municipal  Maternity 
Home,  4  by  medical  practitioners,  and  4  by  midwives.  Six 
duplicate  notifications  were  received. 

Thirty-four  of  the  above  cases  were  treated  at  the  Eye 
Hospital,  3  at  Shirley  Warren,  4  by  private  doctors. 

None  of  the  cases  treated  by  the  Eye  Hospital  were 
in-patients. 

Health  Visitors  paid  272  visits  to  instruct,  supervise,  and 
assist  in  the  treatment  ordered,  and  in  the  acute  cases  the  Queen's 
Nurses  assisted  by  attending  several  times  a  day  in  each  case. 

All  these  cases  were  reviewed  in  May,  1922,  with  the  follow¬ 
ing  result  :  — 

Thirty-five  of  the  cases  are  apparently  cured,  there  is  no  sign 
of  eye  trouble  ;  3  have  died,  one  at  5  days  (wasting  and  prema¬ 
turity),  one  at  7  weeks  (bronchitis),  and  one  at  6  months  (of 
pneumonia).  The  two  latter  apparently  cured  of  Ophthalmia. 

One  case  has  a  slight  squint,  Eye  Hospital  reports  sight  not 
affected.  Two  cases  are  still  under  treatment  at  Eye  Hospital ; 
in  one  case  it  is  reported  there  is  total  loss  of  sight  in  left  eye, 
right  eye  sight  normal ;  in  second  case  the  eyes  have  much  im¬ 
proved,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  sight  may  not  be  affected.  Both 
these  cases  were  born  at  the  Municipal  Maternity  Home.  In 
both  cases  there  is  evidence  of  unsatisfactory  maternal  history.

The  early  sending  of  the  cases  for  treatment  to  the  Eye  ij 
Hospital  by  the  midwives  has  greatly  contributed  to  their 
recovery. 

INFLUENZA  AND  PNEUMONIA. 

The  outbreak  of  Influenza,  which  was  mentioned  in  the  last 
Annual  Report  as  having  commenced  in  December,  1921,  con¬ 
tinued  with  some  severity  through  the  early  months  of  the  year, 

52  deaths  occurring  in  January  and  February,  and  a  total  of  72 
being  recorded  for  the  year.  This  total  is  the  largest  number 
registered  since  the  epidemic  of  1918—1919,  but  the  type  of 
disease  was  much  less  severe.  The  age  incidence  was  higher, 
the  deaths  being  greatest  amongst  persons  over  50  years  of  age, 
with  an  increase  in  the  mortality  from  bronchitis. 
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The  number  of  deaths  from  all  forms  of  Pneumonia  was  1x5, 
compared  with  104  in  1920. 

The  number  of  notifications  received  of  cases  of  Acute  Primary 
or  Influenza  Pneumonia  was  77,  compared  with  51  in  the  previous 
year.

The  death-rate  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  amounted 
to  1.08  per  1,000  persons  living.  This  rate  is  0.05  lower  than 
in  1921,  and  is  0.19  lower  than  the  average  for  the  past  five  years. 

The  number  of  deaths  of  males  was  106,  an  increase  of  2 
over  the  previous  year,  but  the  deaths  of  females  amounted  to 
71,  a  decrease  of  8. 

The  death-rate  for  the  year  per  1,000  of  the  population 
from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  was  males  1.34,  females  0.85, 
both  sexes  1.08. 

The  percentage  of  deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
during  the  year  to  cases  notified  during  the  same  period  was 
males  43.8,  females  38.6,  both  sexes  41.6.

There  were  24  cases  less  during  the  year  from  local  medical 
practitioners,  3  more  from  the  Pensions  Authorities,  and  24 
house  contacts  were  examined,  19  of  the  latter  were  found  to 
be  suffering  from  tuberculosis  in  one  of  its  forms.

On  discharge  in  13  cases  the  disease  was  arrested,  22  showed 
much  improvement,  27  improvement,  11  no  change,  14  were 
worse,  and  25  cases  died  in  the  Sanatorium. 
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The  greater  number  of  cases  admitted  to  the  Sanatorium 
are  in  advanced  stages  ;  this  measure  is  necessary  in  the  interests 
of  the  other  members  of  the  family,  and  is  of  value  from  an 
educational  point  of  view  as  well  as  preventive. 

Three  cases,  non-pulmonary,  were  discharged,  and  one 
pre-tuberculous  patient. 


RESULTS  OF  TREATMENT  IN  PATIENTS  DISCHARGED 
FROM  THE  MUNICIPAL  SCHEME  DURING  1921. 

Pulmonary  Cases. 

Treatment  was  concluded  under  the  scheme  in  43  cases, 
of  these  in  18  cases  the  disease  was  arrested,  17  showed  much 
improvement,  7  showed  improvement,  and  1  no  change. 

Only  one  patient  failing  to  be  returned  to  work  of  the  above 
number. 

Tuberculin  is  used  both  as  a  diagnostic  measure  and  for 
treatment,  selected  cases  only  being  so  treated.  Sixteen  cases 
were  under  treatment  with  tuberculin,  of  these  6  were  suffering 
from  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  7  from  tuberculous  disease  of  the 
eyes,  2  from  bone  tuberculous,  and  1  from  tuberculous  glands. 
All  have  done  remarkably  well.  There  are  4  eye  cases  still 
under  treatment. 

During  the  year  40  patients  were  given  Collosal  Calcium, 
the  method  being  |c.c.  at  weekly  intervals  subcutaneously.  A 
course  of  16  injections  being  given.  In  no  case  was  there  any 
reaction  at  site  of  injection. 

In  a  few  cases  palpitation  was  complained  of,  and  in  a  few 
there  was  a  slight  rise  of  temperature. 

In  one  very  advanced  case  there  was  marked  improvement, 
but  on  her  return  home  she  caught  a  “  chill,”  and  was  confined 
to  bed  with  an  acute  exacerbation  of  the  lung  disease. 

Advanced  cases  on  the  whole  did  not  show  any  great  improve¬ 
ment,  except  that  the  psychological  effect  produced  by  the  marked 
improvement  of  the  early  cases  undergoing  the  same  treatment 
was  helpful. 

Early  and  the  fairly  advanced  case's  showed  marked  im¬ 
provement,  and  the  treatment  is  being  continued  in  consequence 
of  the  satisfactory  results  obtained  up  to  the  present. 
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TABULATED  RESULTS  OF  TREATMENT  IN 
PULMONARY  CASES. 


The  tables  which  are  appended  show  the  results  of  treat¬ 
ment  in  those  patients  who  were  discharged  from  the  Borough 
Sanatorium  during  the  year  1922.  A  separate  set  of  tables  show 
the  results  for  those  patients  who  were  discharged  from  active 
treatment  under  the  Municipal  Scheme  during  the  same  period. 

The  patients  have  been  placed  in  two  groups,  and  show 
in  separate  tables,  those  with  :  — 

(a)  Tubercle  Bacilli  found  in  sputum. 

(b)  Tubercle  Bacilli  not  found  in  sputum. 

(c)  Summary  of  the  two  groups. 

The  patients  in  each  group  have  been  classified  as  to  the 
stage  of  the  disease  at  the  time  of  coming  under  treatment  ; 
males  and  females  being  shown  separately.  The  classification 
adopted  being  the  Turban-Gerhardt  (Imperial  Board  of  Health). 
They  have  further  been  classified  according  to  the  method  adopted 
in  the  Astor  Report. 

On  discharge  they  have  been  classified  according  to  their 
economic  condition  (working  capacity),  and  also  as  to  their 
physical  condition. 


The  following  are  the  details  of  the  classification  adopted  : — • 

Turban-Gerhardt  Classification  (Imperial  Board  of 

Health). 

Stage  I. — Disease  of  slight  severity,  limited  to  small  areas  of 
one  lobe  ;  that,  for  instance,  in  case  of  infection  of  both 
apices,  does  not  extend  beyond  the  spine  of  scapula 
and  the  clavicle,  or  in  the  case  of  affection  of  one  apex, 
frontal,  beyond  the  second  rib. 

Stage  II. — Disease  of  slight  severity,  more  extensive  that  I., 
but  affecting  at  most  the  volume  of  one  lobe  ;  or  severe 
disease,  extending  at  most  to  the  volume  of  one  half  lobe. 

Stage  III. — All  cases  extending  beyond  II.,  and  all  such  with 
considerable  cavities. 
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Classification  of  Patients,  Astor  Report. 

(1)  Cases  in  which  the  disease  can  be  diagnosed  or  is  strongly 
suspected,  but  in  which  there  is  no  evident  impairment  of 
the  working  capacity. 

(2)  Cases  of  recent  onset  with  some  impairment  of  the  working 
capacity,  but  without  marked  evidence  of  ill-health. 

(3)  Cases  of  recent  onset  with  evidence  of  acute  illness. 

(4)  Cases  of  a  longer  history  of  illness.  In  some  of  these  cases 
permanent  arrest  of  the  disease  may  be  hoped  for,  but  in 
the  majority,  restoration  to  full  working  capacity  for  more 
than  a  comparatively  short  period  is  not  to  be  looked  for. 

(5)  Cases  in  which  there  is  a  permanent  loss  of  working  capacity. 
Many  of  these  patients  live  for  a  considerable  period  in  a 
condition  of  chronic  ill-health. 

(6)  Cases  in  which  a  fatal  termination  within  six  months  is 
probable. 


Economic  Condition  on  Discharge  from  Treatment. 

(1)  No  evident  impairment  of  working  capacity. 

(2)  Some  impairment  of  working  capacity. 

(3)  Marked  loss  of  working  capacity. 

(4)  Very  marked  loss  of  working  capacity. 

(5)  Very  marked  loss  of  working  capacity  and  progress  un¬ 
favourable. 

(6)  Probable  fatal  termination  within  6  months.

The  number  of  deaths  from  Cancer  amounted  to  201,  of 
which  80  were  males  and  121  females. 

This  number  is  equal  to  a  death-rate  of  1.23  per  1,000  of 
the  population.  The  rate  is  practically  the  same  as  in  1921 
and  1920,  which  were  1.24  and  1.22  respectively ;  the  average 
death-rate  for  the  previous  ten  years  being  1.18.

Diphtheria. 

Of  the  235  cases  admitted,  19  were  found  not  suffering  from 
the  disease  for  which  they  were  admitted,  namely  : — Follicular 
Tonsillitis  5,  Thrush  1,  Teething  1,  Nasal  Catarrh  1,  Simple 
Tonsillitis  5,  Marasmus  1,  Quinsy  1,  Broncho-pneumonia  2,  and 
2  were  suffering  from  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria. 

Tracheotomy  was  performed  on  8  cases  of  Laryngeal  Diph¬ 
theria  that  were  admitted,  of  which  number  4  died,  one  case 
being  complicated  by  Scarlet  Fever. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

Of  the  248  cases  admitted,  10  were  found  not  suffering  from 
the  disease  notified,  namely  : — Septic  Rash  1,  Drug  Rash  1, 
Food  Rash  1,  Tonsillitis  2,  and  5  cases  were  suffering  from  Diph¬ 
theria  and  Scarlet  Fever. 

Thirteen  of  the  cases  admitted  were  complicated  by  copious 
nasal  discharge,  6  cases  by  nasal  and  ear  discharge,  and  2  cases 
by  ear  discharge. 

Operations  for  Tonsils  and  Adenoids  were  carried  out  in 
18  cases,  10  boys  and  8  girls,  which  is  equal  to  7  per  cent,  of  the 
cases  admitted. 

Two  cases  admitted  were  complicated  by  Nephritis. 

Enteric  Fever. 

Four  of  the  cases  admitted  were  diagnosed  at  the  Hospital 
to  be  cases  of  Influenza.

During  the  year  1922  the  Milk  and  Dairies  (Amendment) 
Act  became  operative.

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HOUSING. 

The  houses  erected  by  the  Corporation  and  by  private 
enterprise  have  somewhat  relieved  the  shortage  of  houses,  but 
the  conditions  obtaining  in  the  old  portions  of  the  town  remain 
unaltered. 

Only  the  most  serious  cases  of  overcrowding  discovered 
during  the  year  have  been  dealt  with  for  the  reasons  stated  in 
the  1921  Annual  Report,  viz.,  the  impossibility  of  obtaining  other 
suitable  accommodation  for  the  displaced  tenants.

Ten  notifications  have  been  sent  to  H.M.  Factory  Inspector 
during  the  year,  respecting  new  Workshops,  change  of  address, 
or  infringements  of  the  Factory  and  Workshops  Act. 


HOMEWORK. 

During  February  43  lists  were  sent  in  containing  names  and 
addresses  of  112  Outworkers,  and  during  August  42  lists  contain¬ 
ing  names  and  addresses  of  124  Outworkers. 

Of  the  124  names  received  in  August,  28  occupy  premises 
registered  as  workshops,  and  of  the  remainder  residing  in  the 
Borough  (i.e.,  86),  85  work  on  wearing  apparel,  and  one  on  up¬ 
holstery  needlework. 

The  names  and  addresses  of  the  Outworkers  living  outside 
the  Borough  have,  in  accordance  with  Section  107  of  the  Factory 
and  Workshops  Act,  been  forwarded  to  the  Authorities  of  the 
District  in  which  they  reside. 

One  hundred  and  sixty  visits  have  been  made  during  the 
year  to  Outworkers’  premises,  and  6  nuisances  abated. 
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BAKEHOUSES. 


There  are  125  Bakehouses  on  the  Register,  37  being  Factories 
and  88  Workshops.  Ninety-five  of  these  were  in  use  at  the  end 
of  the  year,  and  30  were  unoccupied. 

The  above  total  includes  those  in  the  added  areas,  viz., 
Swaythling  2,  Bitterne  2,  and  Woolston  and  Itchen  10. 

They  give  employment  to  336  males  and  37  females,  in 
addition  to  those  employed  in  delivery  and  as  shop  assistants. 

Two  new  Bakehouses  have  been  constructed  during  the  year, 
and  four  old  ones  lapsed. 

Five  hundred  and  nine  visits  of  inspection  have  been  made 
during  the  year,  and  26  nuisances  abated. 

All  Bakehouses  were  re-limewashed  twice  during  the  year 
in  accordance  with  the  Regulations. 

Twenty-six  nuisances  were  abated  in  Bakehouses  during 
the  year. 


CASES  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE  OCCURRING  IN  HOMES 
OF  EMPLOYEES  OF  FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS. 

Six  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  3  cases  of  Diphtheria  occurred 
in  homes  of  employees  of  Factories  and  Workshops  during  the 
year. 

Eight  of  these  cases  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital, 
and  1  was  isolated  at  home. 

The  premises  in  which  cases  occurred  were  disinfected,  and 
bedding  removed  for  disinfection  after  the  removal  of  patients 
to  Hospital,  or  on  the  recovery  when  isolated  at  home. 

The  workers  living  in  the  houses  in  which  Scarlet  Fever 
cases  occurred  received  a  disinfecting  bath,  and  had  their  clothes 
disinfected  before  resuming  duties. 

In  the  case  of  Diphtheria,  the  workers  in  the  houses  had  their 
throats  bacteriologically  examined,  and  were  not  allowed  to 
return  to  work  unless  the  result  was  negative. 
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LAUNDRIES. 

There  are  27  Laundries  on  the  Register,  12  of  which  use 
mechanical  power  and  15  manual  labour. 

Thirty-eight  visits  of  inspection  have  been  made  during  the 
year,  and  23  nuisances  abated. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  626  visits  have  been  made 
during  the  year,  comprising  re-visits  to  Factories,  Workshops, 
Bakehouses  and  Laundries,  serving  notices,  investigating  com¬ 
plaints  of  nuisances,  overcrowding,  and  various  other  matters.

It  will  be  seen  that  the  amount  of  adulteration  for  the  year 
is  comparatively  small.  In  eight  instances  of  prosecutions  for 
adulterated  milk,  three  convictions  were  obtained,  one  case  was 
dismissed  on  warranty,  and  in  four  instances  the  magistrates 
were  satisfied  that  the  milk  was  sold  as  yielded  by  the  cow.

Under  the  Public  Health  Regulations  (Milk  and  Cream)  five 
samples  were  taken.  All  contained  boric  acid,  ranging  from 
0.16%  to  0.35%.

Section  III. — Rag  Flock  Act. 

Seven  samples  were  submitted  under  this  Act,  and  were 
found  to  be  within  the  requirements  of  the  Act.  In  those  cases 
where  the  samples  were  near  the  limit,  a  warning  letter  was 
sent  to  the  firm  in  question. 

Section  IV. — Gas  Regulation  Act,  1920. 

Official  testing  commenced  under  this  Act  on  October  27th, 
1922,  and  tests  are  now  being  made  upon  six  days  in  the  week 
and  ten  Sundays  in  the  quarter.  The  tests  are  made  at  the  Gas 
Company's  Works  in  Marine  Parade. 
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Up  to  the  end  of  the  year  the  Company  has  fulfilled  its 
statutory  obligations  with  regard  to  the  calorific  power  of  the 
gas,  its  freedom  from  sulphuretted  hydrogen,  and  the  mainten¬ 
ance  of  gas  pressure.  Out  of  57  tests  made,  five  fell  below  the 
requisite  standard  of  heating  power.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

For  the  Year  ended  31st  December,  1922. 


PORT  OF  SOUTHAMPTON. 

The  Port  and  Harbour  of  Southampton  are  controlled  by 
the  Southampton  Harbour  Board  as  constituted  by  the  South¬ 
ampton  Harbour  Act,  1913. 

The  Port  Sanitary  Authority,  which  was  permanently 
constituted  by  an  Order  of  the  Local  Government  Board 
dated  8th  June,  1893,  is  “  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and 
Burgesses  of  the  Borough  of  Southampton  acting  by  the 
Council.”  It  exercises  Port  functions  in  waters  abutting 
upon  the  Urban  Sanitary  District  of  Southampton,  and  upon 
the  Rural  Sanitary  Districts  of  New  Forest,  South  Stoneham, 
and  Fareham. 

The  limits  of  jurisdiction  are  “  so  much  of  the  said  Port 
of  Southampton  as  is  comprised  within  the  following  lines; 
that  is  to  say: — 

“  A  straight  line  following  and  coincident  with  the 
common  boundary  of  the  Customs  Ports  of  Southampton  and 
Portsmouth,  and  drawn  from  Hill  Head  to  that  point  in  the 
said  common  boundary  which  is  nearest  to  the  Bramble- 
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Buoy;  a  straight  line  drawn  from  the  last-mentioned  point  to 
the  most  northerly  point  of  Calshot  Castle,  and  a  line 
coincident  with  the  boundary  of  the  said  Port  of  Southamp¬ 
ton,  and  drawn  from  the  last-mentioned  point  up  the  stream 
called  the  Southampton  Water,  and  following  the  said 
boundary  to  Hill  Head  aforesaid.” 


Ports  from  whence  Ships  Arrive. 

Vessels  arrive  in  the  Port  from  almost  all  Ports  of  any 
importance  in  the  world,  but  principally  from  the  following:  — 

(a)  Foreign. — Channel  Islands,  Havre,  Cherbourg,  Hon- 
fleur,  Bordeaux,  Antwerp,  Rotterdam,  Hamburg,  Bremen, 
ports  in  the  Baltic,  ports  in  Spain,  Portugal,  East  Coast  of 
North  and  South  America,  ports  on  the  West,  South  and  East 
of  Africa,  East  and  West  Indies,  India,  China,  Australia,  and 
many  vessels  coming  through  the  Suez  Canal  and  Mediter¬ 
ranean,  and  from  Norway  and  Sweden. 

(b)  British. — Tyne  District,  Cardiff,  Newport  (Mon.), 
London,  Glasgow,  Cork,  Plymouth.  There  is  also  occasional 
communication  with  several  other  Ports. 

Character  of  Trade. — Southampton  is  one  of  the  chief 
passenger  ports  in  the  world,  both  inward  and  outward;  also 
an  approved  Port  for  immigrants,  emigrants,  and  trans¬ 
migrants. 

Imports:  Consist  chiefly  of  meat,  butter,  cheese,  cocoa, 
coffee,  grain,  sugar,  fruit  and  vegetables,  hides,  skins,  and 
wool. 

Exports:  Consist  chiefly  of  manufactured  articles. 


REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR  1922. 

There  was  a  considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  vessels 
which  arrived  in  the  Port  during  the  year,  the  total  (excluding 
H.M.  Transports)  amounting  to  11,541,  compared  with  10,397  in 
1921.  Seven  hundred  and  twenty-eight  of  these  vessels  exceeded 
2,000  tons,  compared  with  523  in  the  previous  year. 
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The  net  tonnage  of  the  vessels  was  7,646,502,  compared  with 
5>347>766  in  1921.  The  total  passengers  and  crews  landed  (ex¬ 
cluding  Transports  and  arrivals  from  Jersey)  amounted  to 
360,597  persons. 


PRECAUTIONS  ADOPTED  TO  PREVENT  THE  IMPORTATION 

OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

The  Port  of  Southampton  being  in  direct  communication 
with  almost  all  countries  in  the  world  runs  considerable 
dagger  of  the  importation  of  infectious  disease,  and  many 
vessels  arrive  from  Ports  which  are  infected  with  Cholera, 
Yellow  Fever  or  Plague. 

Vessels  coming  from  infected  Ports  are  dealt  with  under 
the  Cholera,  Yellow  Fever  and  Plague  Regulations  1907.  The 
Officer  of  Customs  is  notified  from  time  to  time  by  the  Port 
Medical  Officer  as  to  the  ports  he  has  reason  to  believe  are 
infected  with  either  of  the  aforesaid  diseases.  The 
Officer  of  Customs  is  further  requested  to  detain  all  vessels 
arriving  from  such  ports  for  examination  by  the  Port  Medical 
Officer.  Such  examination  is  carried  out  immediately  the 
vessel  has  arrived  alongside  the  Quay,  and  the  vessel  is  not 
released  from  detention — i.e.,  no  person  is  allowed  to  land 
until  such  time  as  the  examination  of  the  Port  Medical  Officer 
proves  satisfactory. 

In  the  event  of  any  case  or  suspicious  case  of  Cholera, 
Yellow  Fever  or  Plague  being  found  on  board,  the  vessel  is 
dealt  with  in  accordance  with  the  powers  contained  in  the 
Regulations. 

With  regard  to  vessels  from  “  non-infected  ”  Ports,  the 
Port  Sanitary  Authorities  (Infectious  Diseases)  Regulations 
1920,  greatly  extended  the  powers  and  enlarged  the 
duties  of  Port  Sanitary  Authorities  respecting  such  diseases 
as  Small  Pox,  Typhus,  etc. 

As  in  the  case  of  vessels  from  ”  infected  ”  Ports,  vessels 
from  “  non-infected  ”  Ports  are  visited  after  arrival  alongside 
the  Quays. 
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Homeward  bound  vessels  which  discharge  passengers  off 
Hamble,  are  waited  on  by  tenders.  An  officer  of  the  Port 
Sanitary  Authority  accompanies  the  tender  and  receives  a 
report  as  to  the  health  of  the  persons  on  board,  and  more 
particularly  of  those  landed  at  Southampton. 

Infectious  Cases. 

All  cases  of  acute  infectious  diseases  are  removed  in 
motor  ambulances  to  the  Southampton  Isolation  Hospital. 
Small  pox  cases  are  removed  to  the  Small  Pox  Huts  at  Mill- 
brook  Marsh,  or  to  the  Hospital  Ship.  Infectious  cases 
among  troops  on  Transports  are  also  dealt  with,  cases  of 
small  pox,  scarlet  fever,  measles,  etc.,  being  removed  for 
isolation  to  the  Local  Authority’s  Hospital,  other  cases  such 
as  enteric  fever,  dysentery,  malaria,  etc.,  are  removed  to 
Netley  Hospital  or  Haslar. 

DISINFECTION  AND  CLEANSING. 

The  reinstatement  of  the  disinfecting  and  disinfestation 
buildings  at  West  Quay  was  carried  out  during  the  year.  The 
disinfecting  and  ambulance  shed  and  other  buildings  which  were 
demolished  by  the  War  Department  were  re-erected,  and  a  new 
disinfecting  machine  installed.  The  boundary  wall  surrounding 
the  premises  was  also  re-erected. 

The  disinfector  and  appurtenances  at  the  temporary  premises 
at  Cook  Street  were  transferred  to  West  Quay,  and  the  tenancy 
determined.  The  whole  of  the  disinfecting  work  of  the  Port 
and  Borough  is  now  carried  out  at  West  Quay. 


MOTOR  LAUNCH. 

The  Port  Sanitary  motor  launch  is  used  for  visiting  and 
inspecting  vessels  at  Redbridge,  Hamble,  etc.,  and  for  meet¬ 
ing  vessels  in  the  River  when  required.  The  launch  is  also 
used  as  a  tender  for  the  Hospital  Ship  for  the  transfer  of 
patients  and  stores. 

The  following  tables  give  statistical  information  relating 
to  shipping  and  passengers  and  crews  entering  the  Port,  also 
the  cases  of  infectious  diseases  reported  and  landed,  and  how 
dealt  with.

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PASSENGER  TRAFFIC. 

The  Board  of  Trade  returns  (from  which  the  following 
particulars  and  tables  are  obtained)  of  the  passenger  movement 
to  and  from  the  United  Kingdom,  show  that  the  total  number 
of  passengers  who  arrived  in  the  United  Kingdom  from  places 
out  of  Europe  during  the  year  1922  amounted  to  224,462,  a 
decrease  of  3,121  compared  with  the  year  1921.  The  number 
of  passengers  who  arrived  at  the  Port  of  Southampton  from 
places  out  of  Europe  during  the  same  period  amounted  to  71,687, 
an  increase  of  7,387  compared  with  the  previous  year. 


The  total  number  of  passengers  who  left  various  ports  in 
the  United  Kingdom  for  places  out  of  Europe  amounted  to  343,624, 
a  decrease  of  33,823  compared  with  1921.  The  number  of  outward 
passengers  who  left  Southampton  for  places  out  of  Europe 
amounted  to  101,590,  a  decrease  of  2,874  compared  with  1921.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

The  cases  of  infectious  disease  reported  by  vessels  on  arrival 
at  Southampton  are  shown  in  Table  G,  which  includes  all  cases 
reported  on  the  bills  of  health  on  both  H.M.  Transports  and 
other  vessels.

Many  of  the  cases  reported  on  Transports  were  con¬ 
valescent  cases  from  India  or  the  Mediterranean,  who  pro¬ 
ceeded  to  Netley  Hospital  or  Haslar  Hospital  for  discharge, 
on  furlough,  or  otherwise.  This  especially  applies  to  the 
cases  of  diarrhoea,  dysentery,  enteric  fever,  para-typhoid 
fever,  malaria,  tuberculosis,  and  venereal  disease  shown  in 
the  said  table.

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PLAGUE. 

No  case  of  Plague  was  reported  on  vessels  arriving  at 
Southampton. 

Rats. 

The  fact  that  Plague  may  exist  in  rats,  and  from  them 
be  transmitted  by  certain  means  to  human  beings,  renders 
it  necessary  to  adopt  special  precautions  with  regard  to  ships 
coming  from  plague-infected  ports.  A  rat  order  (issued 
under  the  Cholera,  Yellow  Fever,  and  Plague  Regulations  of 
1907),  setting  forth  the  measures  to  be  taken  for  preventing 
access  of  rats  from  the  ship  to  the  shore,  is  served  upon  the 
masters  of  vessels  coming  from  plague-infected  ports,  and 
such  ships  are  visited  by  the  Inspectors  at  irregular  times  to 
ascertain  that  the  necessary  precautions  are  being  carried 
out. 


The  officers  of  the  Port  Sanitary  Authority  visit  ships 
during  the  discharge  of  cargo  to  ascertain  if  any  dead  rats 
are  found.  When  any  are  discovered  they  are  submitted  to 
post-mortem  examination  by  the  Port  Medical  Officer,  and 
if  any  suspicious  signs  of  Plague  are  found,  a  bacteriological 
examination  is  made.  In  addition,  the  rat-catcher  periodically 
provides  batches  of  rats  caught  on  ships  and  in  various  parts 
of  the  Docks.  These  are  submitted  to  post-mortem  examina¬ 
tion. 


Rat  catchers  are  employed  by  the  Southern  Railway 
Company  (Docks)  and  Shipping  Companies,  for  the  destruc¬ 
tion  of  rats,  the  method  employed  being  by  trapping.  The 
numbers  caught  are  checked  each  day  by  the  Port  Sanitary 
Staff,  and  returns  made  to  the  Shipping  Companies  of  the 
number  caught  on  each  vessel  every  week.  After  being 
killed,  the  bodies  of  the  rats  are  destroyed  in  the  furnaces  of 
the  pumping  station  or  on  board  ship. 

The  number  of  rats  captured  during  the  year  on  vessels 
and  in  the  Docks  and  destroyed  was  11,338,  compared  with 
13,973  I921  and  12,218  in  1920. 

The  total  number  of  rats  captured  on  vessels  from  plague- 
infected  ports  amounted  to  3,767. 

During  the  year  301  rats  were  examined  at  the  Municipal 
Laboratory,  but  no  condition  suggestive  of  Plague  was  found.

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One  hundred  and  eight  vessels  arrived  from  plague-infected 
ports,  which  are  shown  in  the  following  table  :  — 
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Forty-four  Passengers  Janded  by  Tender  from  five  vessels  in  Southampton  Water. 
Ten  vessels  proceeded  forthwith  ;  not  considered  necessary  to  serve  Rat  Order.

FUMIGATION  OF  VESSELS. 

- 

1 1 

Owing  to  the  requirements  of  the  Public  Health  Authorities  i  1 
of  the  United  States  of  America,  ships  trading  between  the 
United  States  and  a  foreign  country  have  to  be  fumigated  through¬ 
out  at  least  once  every  six  months.  In  order  to  comply  with  these 
regulations,  the  fumigation  of  thirteen  large  vessels  and  one  yacht 
was  carried  out  during  the  year.  Seven  vessels  were  fumigated 
with  sulphurous  acid  gas,  and  six  vessels  and  one  yacht  with 
hydrocyanic  acid  gas. 


The  shipping  companies  make  their  own  arrangements  with 
firms  making  a  speciality  of  this  class  of  work  to  carry  out  the 
fumigation,  which  is  done  under  the  supervision  of  the  Port  Sani¬ 
tary  Staff,  who  issue  a  certificate  that  the  fumigation  has  been 
satisfactorily  carried  out.

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Sulphurous  acid  gas,  although  a  good  raticide,  has  the  dis¬ 
advantage  of  its  corrosive  action  on  metal  and  fittings,  and  the 
damage  caused  ,to  the  valuable  upholstery  of  the  large  trans- 
Atlantic  liners. 


Fumigation  by  hydrocyanic  acid  gas  has  therefore  been 
carried  out  on  some  of  the  vessels.  This  gas,  although  equally 
as  good  as  sulphur  for  the  destruction  of  vermin,  has  no  effect 
on  metals  or  fittings.  Unfortunately,  it  is  a  highly  poisonous 
gas,  and  during  the  fumigation  of  the  S.S.  Mauretania,  on  the 
30th  July,  two  of  the  men  engaged  in  the  work  were  fatally 
gassed  when  going  through  the  vessel  to  open  the  doors  and 
ventilators.

CHOLERA. 

No  case  of  Cholera  was  reported  on  any  vessel  arriving  in 
the  Port  during  the  year. 
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SMALL-POX. 

Six  cases  of  Small-pox  were  reported  by  vessels  arriving  in 
the  Port.  Three  cases  were  landed  at  other  Ports  before  arrival 
at  Southampton,  and  three  were  convalescent  military  cases.  In 
those  cases  where  the  incubation  period  had  not  expired,  persons 
landing  were  kept  under  observation,  and  the  names  and 
addresses  of  those  proceeding  to  other  districts  the  Local  Authority 
was  notified. 

ENTERIC  FEVER  AND  PARA-TYPHOID  FEVER. 

Thirty-one  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  and  one  case  of  Para- 
Typhoid  were  reported  by  vessels  on  arrival.  Five  cases  of 
Enteric  Fever  were  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  and  the 
case  of  Para-Typhoid  to  a  Nursing  Home.  Four  cases  were 
removed  to  Military  Hospitals,  one  case  was  landed  at  another 
Port  before  arrival  of  the  vessel  at  Southampton,  one  case  pro¬ 
ceeded  in  the  vessel  to  a  foreign  Port.  The  twenty  convalescent 
cases  were  chiefly  military  patients  proceeding  to  Military 
Hospitals. 


DIPHTHERIA. 

Five  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  reported,  three  of  which, 
together  with  two  contacts,  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital 
on  arrival.  Two  cases  were  landed  at  other  Ports  before  arrival 
of  the  vessel  at  Southampton. 


INFLUENZA  AND  PNEUMONIA. 

Twenty-four  cases  of  Influenza  and  74  cases  of  Pneumonia 
were  reported  by  vessels  as  having  occurred  on  the  voyage  to 
Southampton. 

The  cases  of  Influenza  were  of  a  comparatively  mild  nature, 
and  were  in  the  convalescent  stage  on  arrival.  Eight  of  the 
cases  of  Pneumonia  were  removed  to  Shirley  Warren  Infirmary 
or  Nursing  Homes  on  arrival,  and  nine  cases  were  removed  to 
Military  Hospitals.  Nine  cases  died  at  sea,  two  proceeded  in 
the  vessel  to  other  Ports,  and  the  remainder  were  in  the  con¬ 
valescent  stage  on  arrival. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

One  hundred  and  forty-nine  cases  were  reported,  being  a 
decrease  of  61  compared  with  the  previous  year.  Ninety-two  of 
the  cases  were  troops,  and  were  removed  to  Military  Hospitals 
on  arrival.  Ten  cases  died  at  sea. 
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VENEREAL  DISEASE. 

Three  hundred  and  forty-one  cases  of  Venereal  Disease  were 
reported,  of  which  291  were  military  cases,  and  were  removed  to 
Military  Hospitals  on  arrival. 

Provision  for  the  free  treatment  of  seamen  is  made  at  the 
Municipal  Clinic,  several  of  whom  took  advantage  of  the  facilities 
provided. 

In  cases  where  a  seaman  is  under  treatment,  and  is  leaving 
the  Port,  he  is  given  a  card  and  particulars  in  order  that  he  may 
be  able  to  continue  treatment  at  any  other  Port  in  the  United 
Kingdom  at  which  he  may  "call. 

Handbills  calling  attention  to  the  dangers  of  Venereal  Disease, 
and  the  facilities  that  are  available  for  their  treatment  in  the 
Borough,  are  distributed  on  each  ship  arriving  in  the  Port,  and 
are  also  posted  up  in  the  latrines  in  the  Docks. 


DISINFECTION. 

Disinfection  was  carried  out  by  the  Port  Sanitary  Authority 
on  70  vessels,  and  18,061  articles  of  bedding  and  other  articles, 
including  98  parcels  of  passengers’  and  crews’  effects,  were  re¬ 
moved  to  Cook  Street,  West  Quay  and  the  Isolation  Hospital 
for  disinfection. 


WATER  BARGES. 

The  water  barges  used  for  supplying  with  drinking  water 
vessels  and  yachts  lying  in  Southampton  Water  were  frequently 
inspected,  and  found  in  a  satisfactory  and  cleanly  condition. 
These  barges  obtain  their  water  from  the  Corporation  supply. 


TRANSPORTS. 

Forty-three  transports  arrived  at  Southampton  during  the 
year  ;  the  total  crew  landed  amounted  to  7,740,  and  the  military 
passengers,  troops,  women  and  children  to  44,379.  This  is  a 
small  decrease  compared  with  the  previous  year,  when  46  trans¬ 
ports,  9,559  crew  and  46,996  military  passengers  arrived  in  the 
Port. 

All  the  vessels  arrived  from  Ports  on  the  “  infected  ”  list, 
and  were  boarded  and  examined  on  arrival  in  conjunction  with 
the  naval  and  military  authorities  at  the  Port.

GENERAL  SANITARY  CONDITION  OF  VESSELS. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  vessels  using  this  Port  is  generally 
satisfactory.  Most  vessels,  either  on  arrival  or  during  their  stay, 
are  inspected,  and  any  found  defective  reported  at  the  time  to 
the  officer  in  charge.  As  a  rule  the  defect  is  at  once  seen  to,  but 
should  there  be  any  delay  or  refusal  on  the  part  of  the  officer  1 
an  official  notice  is  served  forthwith,  and  the  master  ordered  to 
abate  the  nuisance  within  a  given  time. 

On  20  vessels  insanitary  conditions  were  discovered.  They 
were  of  an  unimportant  character,  and  in  the  majority  of  cases 
were  remedied  after  verbal  notice  had  been  given. 


In  those  cases  where  the  vessel  sailed  before  notice  could 
be  complied  with — if  the  vessel  was  proceeding  to  a  home  port — • 
information  as  to  the  non-compliance  was  forwarded  to  the  Port 
Medical  Officer  of  the  district  to  which  such  vessel  was  proceeding.

ALIENS’  ORDER,  1920. 

The  Aliens’  Order,  1920,  which  came  into  operation  on  the 
12th  April,  1920,  prohibited  the  landing  of  aliens  in  the  United 
Kingdom,  except  with  the  leave  of  an  immigration  officer  ap¬ 
pointed  by  H.M.  Government.  The  Order  further  restricted  an 
alien  from  landing  except  at  an  approved  port,  of  which  there 
are  eighteen  in  the  Lffiited  Kingdom. 

Southampton  is  one  of  the  approved  ports,  and  the  work 
of  inspection  and  examination  of  all  aliens  arriving  is  carried 
out  by  the  Port  Sanitary  Medical  Staff. 

The  work  necessitates  a  Medical  Officer  being  always  available 
for  duty.  Many  aliens  arrive  from  the  Continent  by  the  Channel 
steamers  which  arrive  daily  at  between  6  a.m.  and  7  a.m.,  others 
by  vessels  of  the  Royal  Mail,  Cunard,  White  Star,  Red  Star, 
Union  Castle  and  other  lines  which  arrive  regularly  but  at  un¬ 
certain  hours. 


The  inspection  of  aliens  is  carried  out  on  board  the  large 
vessels  on  arrival,  those  aliens  requiring  a  more  detailed  medical 
examination  being  sent  ashore  to  a  room  specially  provided  in 
the  Docks.

REPORT  AS  TO  THE  WORKING  OF  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH 
(REGULATIONS  AS  TO  FOODS)  ACT,  1907, 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1922. 

The  Regulations  are  : — 

1.  Unsound  Food  Regulations  (First  Series),  1908. 

2.  Foreign  Meat  Regulations,  1908. 

3.  Foreign  Meat  Regulations  (Amendment),  1909. 

The  Regulations  were  carried  out  in  this  Port  on  the  lines 
adopted  in  previous  years,  and,  with  few  exceptions,  the  cargoes 
landed  were  in  good  condition. 

The  officers  of  H.M.  Customs  and  Excise  willingly  give  every 
assistance  and  co-operation. 

The  official  forms  recommended  by  the  Ministry  of  Health 
have  been  in  use,  and  are  found  to  meet  all  requirements,  and  in 
every  case  where  notices  were  issued,  voluntary  surrender  was 
made  for  the  destruction  of  the  articles  detained. 

The  quantity  of  food  stuffs  condemned  as  unfit  for  human 
food  amounted  to  over  30  tons,  being  a  reduction  of  60  tons 
compared  with  the  previous  year. 

Beef  (Chilled). 

The  quantity  of  chilled  beef  imported  into  the  United  King¬ 
dom  amounted  to  3,516,350  quarters,  as  compared  with  1,883,362 
quarters  received  in  1921,  an  increase  of  86.6  per  cent.  The 
quantity  landed  at  this  Port  amounted  to  136,677  quarters. 


Beef  (Frozen). 

The  amount  of  frozen  beef  imported  into  the  United  Kingdom 
totalled  2,601,726  quarters,  against  5,108,900  quarters  in  1921, 
a  reduction  of  49  per  cent.  There  was  no  increase  from  any 
source.  The  Argentine  total  was  slightly  less  than  half  of  the 
1921  figures  ;  Uruguay,  Brazil,  Canada  and  South  Africa  were 
all  considerably  lower.  The  quantity  landed  at  this  Port 
amounted  to  33,271  quarters. 

Mutton  and  Lamb. 

The  total  importations  of  mutton  and  lamb  into  the  United 
Kingdom  from  all  sources  amounted  to  14,625,399  carcases,  as 
compared  with  16,179,770  carcases  in  1921,  a  decrease  of  9.6 
per  cent. 

Increased  quantities  were  received  from  Australia,  whilst 
decreases  have  to  be  noted  from  New  Zealand,  Argentina,  Uru¬ 
guay  and  Patagonia. 

The  quantity  landed  at  this  Port  was  56,970  carcases. 
Offal. 

The  amount  of  offal  landed  at  this  Port  was  23,794  packages, 
as  compared  with  15,267  packages  received  in  1921. 

The  usual  practice  of  de-frosting  a  portion  of  each  consign¬ 
ment  at  the  Inspection  Chamber  has  been  carried  out  to  facilitate 
examination  of  same.  1 

i 

The  consignments  were  found  to  be  in  good  condition,  and 
to  comply  with  the  Unsound  Food  Regulations. 

Pork. 

Six  consignments  of  frozen  pork  were  received  during  the 
year,  amounting  to  1,641  carcases.  Three  consignments  were 
from  Canada,  two  from  Buenos  Ayres,  and  one  from  Rotterdam. 

Detailed  inspection  was  made  of  each  consignment,  and  one 
carcase  was  found  to  be  diseased  (T.B.  glands),  and  same  was 
destroyed. 


Bacon. 

A  large  quantity  of  bacon  was  received  at  this  Port  during 
the  year,  70,925  packages  being  landed  ;  portion  of  each  consign¬ 
ment  was  inspected  and  found  in  good  condition  and  free  from 
disease. 

Canned  Foods. 

The  quantity  of  canned  foods  landed  here  amounted  to  over 
162,000  packages,  compared  with  110,000  received  in  1921. 

A  considerable  portion  of  these  goods  were  in  transit  to 
U.S.A.  and  other  countries.  The  consignments  generally  were 
in  excellent  condition,  very  few  tins  being  condemned. 

Fruit  and  Vegetables. 

The  trade  in  fruit  and  vegetables  continues  to  increase, 
consignments  being  received  practically  daily  from  the  Channel 
Islands  and  French  Ports.  Frequent  shipments  have  been 
received  from  South  Africa,  New  York,  Montreal,  Vancouver, 
Valencia,  Almeria,  Barcelona,  Bordeaux,  Cartagena,  Burriana, 
Gandia,  Jaffa  and  Madeira. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  summary,  only  a  very  small  per¬ 
centage  was  condemned  as  unfit  for  food. 

Samples. 

Under  Article  8,  Public  Health  (First  Series)  Unsound  Food 
Regulations,  1908,  the  following  samples  were  taken,  the  results 
of  the  analyses  were  as  follows  : — 

Butter. — Five  samples,  all  genuine,  one  sample  free  from 
preservatives,  the  remainder  contained  boric  acid  from 
.30  to  .41  per  cent. 

Canned  Salmon. — Two  samples  found  to  contain  tin  2.59 
grains  per  pound.  The  consignment  of  5,315  cases  was 
shipped  to  London,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  being 
advised  as  to  condition  and  destination. 

Force  Food. — One  sample.  Faint  trace  of  arsenic  present. 
Quaker  Oats. — One  sample.  Free  from  arsenic. 

Butter  Colouring. — One  sample.  A  solution  of  artificial  dye 
in  oil,  non-injurious,  no  preservative  present. 

Oleo  Oil. — One  sample.  Genuine,  free  from  preservative.
